notification return result, a qualification request return result, a location request return result, and

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the application is 
allowable for the reasons set forth on pages 4-12 of the Applicant's response filed on February 3, 
2005 and in view of the above Examiner's amendment with respect to claim 39.. 

Regarding claims 1,11 and 12, As noted therein, the claimed invention requires inter alia 
the use of a tandem parameters which indicates either tandeming or no tandeming and when the 
parameters indicates tandeming, performing digit analysis of the called party number and when 
processing at the application node is complete, returning the call leg to the first node whereas the 
closest prior art DePaola and McHenry only teach the use of a special indicator for processing 
the call leg and do not teach or suggest that the call leg should be processed through tandeming 
and performing digit analysis if tandeming is indicated in the tandem parameter and returning the 
call leg to the first node when processing at the application node is complete. 

Regarding claim 39, the claimed invention requires inter alia a tandem parameter being 
encoded in a field within an ANSI-compatible messages of a plurality of ANSI-compatible 
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messages whereas the closest prior art DePaola teaches of using parameters for designating 
special processes and does not teach or suggest of using tandeming wherein the tandem 
parameters is encoded in a field within an ANSI-compatible messages of a plurality of ANSI- 
compatible messages.
